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Memoranduns, It is lawfull for every Miniſter, be he 
Parſon, Vida or Curate, to prefene any. enormity or 
common fame of any enormous crime that ſhall ariſe 
within hisPariſh: And whereas it ſeemeth by the Ca- 
nonthat the Church Officers arenot to prefent oftner 
then twice a yeare, It is to be underſtood as in that 
Canon appearerh, of preſentments in generall. But 
it is lawfull and meet for every Miniſter, Church- 
wardens and Side: men, to make notorious offenders 
knowne to their Ordinarice as often as occaſion is 

offered, to the end that ſuch oftences may in due 
time be puniſhed and reformed.
